The silage in the second silo lo 


be opened on the Fry Ranch ap- 
pears to be as good if not better 
than the silage in the first.' The 
trench contains agout COOO cubic 
feet of silage. 


The silage in the two Fry tren- 


ches was harvested from about '50 
acres of drougthy corn in mid-Au- 
gust. Individual livestock producers 
interested in providing ample rou 
ghage for livestock on the farm 
might well advise with Mr. Fry 
who is considering increasing his 
acreage of silage crops in 1953 sug 
gests County Agent Adams.
